New Look Adopted 

For 2003 
 
NPBOMEX has instituted a new computerized 
renewal process.  This year’s renewal is a three-
section perforated document.   
 
The larger portion to the left is for your record 
of this year’s renewal.   You may also frame this 
section as the renewal if you choose and hang it 
on your wall. 
 
The top right portion can be trimmed and 
laminated at a commercial copy center as a 
wallet card to identify you as a licensed 
physician.  The wallet-size card addresses the 
concern voiced by several physicians regarding 
identification as a licensee at a pharmacy or 
elsewhere. 
 
The third section lower right is to be placed in 
the lower right corner of the original framed 
license issued to you by this Board or in the 
lower right corner of last year’s framed renewal.  
If you choose to use the larger section on the left 
as a framed renewal, you do not have to use this 
section. 
 
The duplicate license document has only two 
sections.  The top right is blank.  See above for 
usage of other sections.

NEW RULES IN PLACE 

 
New rules have been adopted by the Board 

~ Your Responsibility ~ 
 
Many things have changed from the previous 
rules and you are responsible to know and 
understand these changes.  The new rules are 
the first substantive change in nearly 20 years. 
Visit our website at www.npbomex.az.gov to 
download your copy.   
 
The new rule package was adopted by the 
Governor’s Regulatory Review Council on 
August 9, 2002 becoming effective on that date.  
The rules package was the outgrowth of a group 
effort between Southwest College of 
Naturopathic Medicine, the AzNMA, and the 
Board over the last year and a half. They are 
similar in many respects to the rules regulating 
other medical professions. 
 
Three areas still need to be developed: 
dispensing, medical assistants, and chelation / 
experimental procedures. Look for a rules 
package on these subjects next year.  If you have 
any input on these subjects, feel free to contact 
the Board. 
 

 
Proposed Legislation for 2003 

 
The Board has proposed new laws for the next 
legislative session that cover several areas. 
Among these are defining clinical nutrition to 
include parenteral administration of substances 
normally found in the human body, including 
homeopathic preparations defined as controlled 
substances as drugs approved for naturopathic  
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physicians to use, and rewriting the sections on 
Board disciplinary actions to reflect language 
similar to the language in the allopathic statutes. 
 
A copy of the proposed legislation will be 
posted on our website as soon as it is available. 
Feel free to contact the board with any 
suggestions. 
 

CME’s for 2002 And Beyond 

The required CME for this year continues to be 
15 hours.  Starting with 2003, the requirement is 
30 hours.  There are several other requirements 
on what can be used for CME and how many 
hours are allowable in the category.  Visit our 
website, www.npbomex.az.gov, and review the 
new rules and laws.  As of last August, there are 
several areas of change. 
 
Certificates and other documents attesting to the 
amount of CME earned must be kept at your 
office for 3 consecutive years because you may 
be audited.  During an office compliance 
inspection, you will be required to show these to 
the compliance officer as proof of satisfactory 
completion CME credit hours.

Renewal Deadlines  
2003 ~ A.R.S. 32-1526 

 
(C) Each physician who holds an active license 
to practice naturopathic medicine in this state 
shall renew the license on or before January 1 of 
each year by supplying the executive director 
with information the board determines is 
necessary and payment of the annual renewal fee 
prescribed in section 32-1527. 
 
(D) A physician who holds a certificate to 
dispense shall renew the certificate on or before 
July 1 of each year by supplying the executive 
director with information the board determines 
is necessary and by paying the annual renewal 
fee prescribed in section 32-1527 
 
(E) A person who holds a certificate as a 
medical assistant shall renew the certificate on 
or before July 1 of each year by supplying the 
executive director with information the board 
determines is necessary and by paying the 
annual renewal fee prescribed in section 32-
1527 
 
(F) A person who holds a certificate to conduct 
an internship, a preceptorship or a clinical 
training program, a postdoctoral training 
program or a school of naturopathic medicine 
shall renew the certificate on or before January 1 
of each year by supplying the executive director 
with information the board determines is 
necessary and by paying the annual renewal fee 
prescribed in section 32-1527 

(H.) A naturopathic medical student who holds 
a certificate to engage in a clinical training 
program shall renew the certificate for each year 
of the student's clinical training by supplying the  
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executive director with information the board 
determines is necessary and paying the annual 
renewal fee prescribed in section 32-1527. The 
initial annual renewal date shall be one year 
after the board approved the application for the 
clinical training program. 

(I) A person who is a graduate of an approved 
school of naturopathic medicine and who holds a 
certificate to engage in an internship program 
or a preceptorship program shall renew the  

certificate for each year of the person's 
internship or preceptorship by supplying the 
executive director with information the board 
determines is necessary and paying the annual 
renewal fee prescribed in section 32-1527. The 
initial annual renewal date shall be one year 
after the board approved the application for the 
internship or the preceptorship. 

(J) A person who fails to renew a license or 
certificate within thirty days after the due date 
shall pay a late renewal fee for late renewal as 
prescribed in section 32-1527. A person who 
fails to do so within sixty days after the due date 
without adequate cause acceptable to the board 
is subject to probation, suspension or revocation 
pursuant to section 32-1551.
